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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

1 . Claims 8-1 0 and 1 2-20 are allowed. 

2. The claim invention of the application is allowable in a light of the amendment 
filed 3/08/2010 in that a detection circuit connected in series with only one of the 
plurality of parallel connected backlights for detecting a voltage supplied to that 
backlight, and a feedback section which receives the detected voltage from the 
detection circuit, rectifies the detected voltage, and supplies the rectified voltage to the 
driving circuit of the primary side of the second power conversion section as required in 
claims 8 and 15. 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants' disclosure. None of cited prior arts stands alone or combination with others 
discloses all limitation required in claim invention.
